GTON, Sept. 17 (U.R)— John L. Lewis and hard 
coal operators signed an "interim" contract today assuring 
production of home-burning coal through the winter. 

The UnitedfcMine Workers* chief and the anthracite pro- 
ducers reached agreement in a final four-hour bargaining 
session, 14 days before a strike deadline for some 65,000 
hard coal diggers. ■ 

The pact was reached as the government prepared to em- 
bargo shipments of soft coal from northern mines in antici- 
pation of « major soft coa!

Tlie governor said the state would 
be iilmo.1t forced to adopt a coa- 
view lo meet minimum 
budget require men Li. 

He pointed out that the current 
bicnnlum's 30 million dollar budget 
would bo Jncreuscd by about 10 mil- 
lion dollars to meet such csscnUals 
more state aid to tho minimum 
school program and a 10 per cent 
increase [or other departments. 

The governor made his remarks 
today after reviewing notes o( a 
meeting between himself and 10 
leaders yesterday. Jordan asked 
their opinions on future trends In 
Idaho's economy. 
He was looking for — ond received 
advice on the kind of budget he 
and Wood should submit to the 
1053 legislature.

The civil aeronantlcs bonrri wisely 
resisted this emotional clftmor. Now, how- 
ever. It la engaged b a sobor review erf non- 
sked operations to determine what place they 
should occupy In the airline picture. 

The regular, or so-callfid certificated alr- 
llnea. make many arguments against the 
non-acheduled companlea. They say competi- 
tion Irom them Is unfair. Mwf thPy -lo not 
have to stand the expen." of tervi-jR Inter- 
mediate polnta but just tap the IncrnMvp 
traffic between big cities. 

And they add that, though these lines are 
not supposed ta offer regularly scheduled 
service. In combination with eaeh other they 
virtually do offer -such service. On top of 
--.thi^ their investment In equipment and 
facilities la small. Tlje non-skeds do nob own 
big fleeta of aircraft. iFor the most part they 
lease pJanes.fram the V. B. air force. 

The argumepta for the non-akeds are that 
they act as a competitive spur to the regulars 
and provide a means. for bringing new blood 
Into civil air commerce. The llnea are aeen 
as comparable to imall business In some 
other field. 

There seems little doubt the non-skede 
were a large factor in pushing the regulars 
Into the now expanding air coach service, 
and they may have had something to do with, 
t^e growth ot air freight operations among 
the certificated airlines. 

It ha« always been contended, too, that the 
overwhelming bulk of the non-skeds were 
amall, veteran-operated outflta. The govern- 
ment, ft waa lald, had a duty to encourage 
tof the talenta of thousands of war- 
time piloti ftnd n a vig a tprs. -But-«Tldence - In-- 
dlcatea this W less true today. Many non- 
akeds are fairly big companiu which make 
cubstantial profits. 

The CAB must now decide exactly wh&t It 
does want to allow In this field. The law 
Kovemlng commercial air . operations makes 
no provision for non-sked operations at all. 

The CAB Improvised In permitting them 
to function In the first place. If It now be- 
lieves, after thorough etud^, that they have 
a proper place In ^e aviation scheme, that 
role should be carefully defined In recom- 
mendations and spelled out In amendments 
to existing law. 

Such a course would bring the non-skeds 
within the purview of the law and thereby 
give them the same kind of responsibility 
the regular airlines are expected to exhibit. 
With that advance, the nation could confi- 
dently look upon them a^ a normal part of 
commercial air traffic upon which It could 
depend tor safe and. efficient service.
